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the average number on rolls. Further, there is now no ques- 
tion of limiting the total amount of funds available for this 
service to a fixed sum, and £40,000 per annum has been pro- 
mised for each of the three years 1907-8, 1908-9, and 1909-10. 
The Treasury have also agreed to an arrangement which will 
have the same effect as if the annual sum provided were to 
take the form of a “grant-in-aid,” that is to say, that any 
balance of sums agreed to be provided, but not spent in the 
particular year for which they are granted, will be added to 
the Estimate for the following year or years. They further 
consent to this grant of £40,000 being supplemented by fur- 
ther sums from the Ireland Development Grant, on the 
understanding that the same basis and conditions shall apply 
to the building cases dealt with out of this latter fund as ap- 
ply to cases dealt with out of the Parliamentary Vote. 

Priority will be given to urgent cases in the allocation of 
these funds, and schools where there is serious overcrowding 
or other insanitary conditions such as low ceilings, damp 
floors, bad ventilation and inadequate out-offices will be in- 
cluded in this category. The Treasury reserve the right to 
refuse to assist in the erection of small schools proposed to be 
provided merely on denominational grounds. But as regards 
the erection of small schools , it may be well to_ state here that 
We do not consider that official plans should be issued for 
schools having an average attendance of less than 20, and 
we would consent to the issue of special plans for schools with 
an attendance between 20 and 30 only in cases where it would 
not be feasible by the amalgamation of small neighbouring 
schools to have a school with a larger average attendance. 

We have accepted the proposals of the Treasury for the 
next three years, provided that the vote for buildings is sup- 
plemented by at least £25,000 per annum from the Ireland 
Development Grant. In order that aid to build may not 
be promised by us in excess of the sum voted for this service 
it will be necessary to know the amounts to be placed at our 
disposal for at least two years in advance. 

Grants in excess of two-thirds of the estimated cost of 
school-houses may be allowed in needy and congested districts 
provided that in the case of localities not officially scheduled 
as congested districts, the Commissioners, the Board of 
Public Works, and the Local Government Board agree upon 
a suitable criterion of poverty for determining what districts 
should be placed in this category. 

Pending the issue of the standard plans, we have been 
authorised to allow the managers to proceed in certain urgent 
cases by special plans prepared by the local architects, pro- 
vided that effective steps are taken to prevent needlessly ex- 
pensive plans being adopted; and sketch plans, together with 
a copy of instructions, will be sent to the applicants in the 
cases in question, in order to guide the architects who may 
be employed in preparing plans. 
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It may be well to state that the main features of the new 
plans are : — 

1. A class-room for each adult teacher. 

2. Each class-room to have an independent entrance, so 

that the pupils may pass in and out of the room with- 
out disturbing any other portion of the school. 

3. Every part of the room to be fully lighted and the light, 

as far as possible, to be admitted from the left side of 
the scholars. 

4. Seating accommodation in dual desks graduated in size 

to be provided for the pupils in attendance. 

5. Suitable cloak-rooms and lavatory accommodation to be 

provided. 

6. Apart from windows and doors, provision to be made for 

a copious inlet of fresh air, also for the outlet of ex- 
hausted air at the highest point of the room. 

In addition to a room for each teacher, we are of opinion 
that in a large school a separate room for instruction in 
Cookery or Elementary Science is requisite. It would be 
practically impossible to continue the teaching of Cookery 
and Science in a large school if a special room is not set apart 
for the purpose. There are not quite 1,000 schools in Ireland 
under three or more teachers and a large proportion of 
these are either Convent schools in which cookery rooms have 
already been provided, or non-vested schools to which State 
grants for building purposes are not made. 

We stated for the information of Your Excellency and the 
Treasury that, in our opinion, 115,000 of the sum annually 
voted for school buildings should be set aside for the erection 
of rooms for practical instruction, and the Treasury have 
acceded to this proposal. 

We have had inquiries made during the year as to the pro- Progress 
flciency of the .schools throughout the country under the of the 
present system of instruction and we find that, after making Bcl ‘ ooIs 
due allowance for the situation and condition of the school- “ w er “ 
houses and premises, the equipment of the schools, the social system, 
conditions, ages, etc., of the pupils, 7,020 inspected schools

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It is satisfactory to note that in 63 per cent, of our inspected 
schools the proficiency ranged from ‘ ‘ good ” to “ excel- 
lent,” while in only 6 per cent, could it be described as 
“ middling ” or “ bad.” 

Teachers’ We regret that the improved scheme of teachers’ salaries 
salaries, which we submitted for the approval of the Treasury within 
the past year has not been sanctioned. 

We are of opinion that the present initial salaries are in- 
sufficient, and in devising a remedy we were desirous of com- 
bining with it an effective inducement to greater efficiency, 
especially in the opening years of a teacher’s career. 

We are also of opinion that the space of time required 
under the present system by the average teacher to reach the 
higher salaries is unduly long. 

This serious drawback in the existing system would be 
partially corrected by the raising of the initial salaries, but 
the acceleration of a deserving teacher’s promotion should be 
further aided by an improved scale of increments. 

We have recommended that in any recasting of the ar- 
rangements governing the advancement of teachers, an 
annual system of increments should be substituted for the 
present triennial system. 

Convent We have also recommended an improved scale of incre- 
school:;. ments for the Convent national schools which are paid Capita- 
tion salaries, but our suggestions have not received the 
sanction of the Treasury. 

Bonus for Our representations as to the desirability of granting a 
University bonus to teachers who are University graduates have not re- 
graduates. ce i ve< j the consideration which we desired. 

Irish A certain number of prizes of £5 each are now distributed 

anguage. jjy ug aunua ]]y amongst the King’s Scholars who at the close 
of their final year of training pass the general examination 
and obtain certificates of competency to teach Irish. Further 
prizes of £10 may be obtained by King’s Scholars should 
they subsequently be reported to have shown high merit in 
the teaching of Irish in a national school for two consecutive 
years. 

We have also made provision for the recognition of the 
summer courses of training attended by teachers in the col- 
leges established for special training in Irish. 

The supply of suitably trained teachers who possess the 
qualifications required by us for the teaching of the Irish 
language is still insufficient to meet the demands of schools 
situated in Irish-speaking localities. To facilitate the train- 
ing colleges established for instruction in Irish as much as 
possible in the work of meeting this deficiency, we 
have now arranged that at the end of the courses 
the professors of the colleges shall examine the teachers 
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who have attended and shall submit the results to us 
toi oui consideration. The teachers who pass this 
examination will be recognised as qualified to teach Irish 
as an ordinary subject, and those who reach what we 
considei a sufficiently high standard will be regarded as com- 
petent to take charge of a bilingual school. A fee of £5 will 
be payable to the colleges for each teacher who passes 
the examination and who subsequently teaches Irish satis-

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We have also sought permission for the payment of a 
small fee for the encouragement of instruction in gardening 
in suitable national schools. In England the subject is one 
for which a fee is allowed in public elementary schools. The 
Treasury have postponed consideration of this matter for the 
present, but we intend to press for a favourable decision, as 
we regard the subject as of special importance to Ireland. 

We have at various times considered the claim of provincial 
training colleges in Ireland to a share in the advantages of the 
Free Home Grants which are enjoyed by the metropolitan 
colleges. We are of opinion that it is not possible to defend 
the differences in treatment between the two classes of col- 
leges. In the case of some of the provincial colleges the need 
for a concession in this matter is urgent, as the expenditure 
on their maintenance admits of no reduction consistently with 
the education, health, and discipline of the students. The 
Treasury have, however, refused to extend to any of the pro- 
vincial colleges the terms which were allowed to the Dublin 
colleges in 1892. 

■During the . past year we have received sanction for the 
appointment of an inspector of drawing. The services of 
an expert in this subject have become necessary since the 
termination in 1905 of the services of the head organizer of 
hand and eye training and drawing, with his staff of sub- 
organizers, who were employed in a temporary capacity up 
to that year. It has been reported to us that a falling off in 
proficiency in this branch of education has been observable 
both in the schools and in the training colleges. 

The successful and efficient inspection of the national 
schools generally has become increasingly laborious in view 
of the limitation of the number of inspectors in recent years. 
Great additional labour has been thrown upon the inspection 
staff by the large increase in the number of elementary even- 
ing schools and by the spread and development of the Irish 
language, and we anticipate an increase in the number of 
schools in which the Irish language will be taught. _ It is ex- 
pected that the appointment of four additional junior inspec- 
tors, for which we received the sanction of the Treasury during 
the past year, will meet our requirements in this matter for 
the present. 

Finally, we have to express disappointment that our pro- 
posals for the provision of funds for many other very im- 
portant educational purposes have not so far met with the 
favourable consideration of the Lords of His Majesty s 
Treasury. In previous reports we submitted for the con- 
sideration of Your Excellency the views which actuated os 
in making application for the sanction of several proposals o 
extreme importance. These included the establishmen 
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of elementary schools of a higher grade, a scheme of scholar- 
ships for pupils of national schools, grants of free books to 
the pupils, provision of out-offices for schools where none 
exist, and the payment of the expenses of cleaning, white- 
washing, and heating the schools, and the purchasing of suit- 
able desks, maps, and charts. 

We now proceed to give Your Excellency detailed information 
under various heads.

We approved of loans in 35 eases to provide teachers Loans for 
residences, and in 6 cases to improve existing residences 
The total amount of the loans approved was £9,115. 


Since the year 1875, when the National School Teachers’ 
Residences (Ireland) Act came into force, 1,673 applications for 
loans, and 75 applications for grants, have been approved by us. 
In a large_ percentage of cases, however, the Teachers are as 
yet unprovided with suitable residences. 


On the 31st December, 1906, according to returns received Teachers 
from the managers, teachers’ residences were connected with R^Lnces. 
2,303 ordinary schools. In 988 of these cases the residence 
was entirely free to the teacher; in the remaining 1,315 cases 
the teachers paid rent or taxes, or both. The estimated annual 
value of the free residences was £6,815 5s. Id.

7. On the 31st of December, 1906, we had 8,602 schools in Scl) °°is in 
operation. During the year 1906, 54 schools were brought into 0pel ' i “ i °”- 
operation — viz., 42 vested in the Commissioners or in trustees, 
and the remainder non-vested. In 116 cases the grants were 
either suspended or withdrawn. This gives a net decrease of 
62 schools for the year ended 31st December, 1906.

( b ) Pupil Teachers. 

On the 31st December. 190S, there were 16 pupil teachers (10 boys and 6 girls) 
serving who had been appointed under the new regulations. In addition to 
these there were 187 pupil teachers (83 boys and 104 girls) serving in Model 
schools who had been appointed under the old regulations, and one girl 
appointed under the new regulations. 

36. The annual general examinations of teachers and monitors 
were held partly in April (Easter) and partly in July, 1906. 

Pupil teachers in their first year of service, monitors of fifth 
year, candidates for admission to the Training colleges, candi- 
dates for appointment as pupil teachers in the Model schools, 
and some few provisionally recognised teachers seeking Third 
Grade certificates, were examined at Easter. 

King’s scholars in training, and 141 other teachers seeking 
Certificates of competency to teach Irish, were examined in the 
mouth of July. 

There were in all 3,793 persons examined in the various 
courses, viz. : — a, 531 at Easter, and 1,262 in July.

52. At the end of the year 1906, 182 School Attendance Irish 
Committees existed, 86 in Urban Districts and 96 in Rural Dis- “““Jig™ 
tricts. According to reports received from the Committees, the 
provisions of the Act were enforced, during the year, by 178 of 
these Committees. 


Under the provisions of the Act, children over 6 and under 14, 
with certain exceptions, are required to attend school, and to make 
75 complete attendances in each half-year ending respectively 
the 30th June and the 31st December. 


There are 44 towns having municipal government, to which the 
provisions of the Act apply, but for which school attendance com- 
mittees have not been appointed. There are 144 Rural Districts 
without school attendance committees. 


We give here a table showing, for the places with school 
attendance committees and for those without school attendance 
committees respectively, the average number of pupils on the 
rolls of the National Schools, the average daily attendance, and 
the percentage of the average daily attendance to the average
